HALF-SMOKED CIGARETTE 
THROWN DOWN 6Y MINER 
RESPONSIBLE FOR HORROR 


Whe Cigarette Fell on a Bunch of 
Waste and the Mine Was Soon 
im Flames—There Were 107 Men 
at Work, but Only Seventeen 
Escaped —Many Charred 
Podies Already Ta. 
ken Out. 


Mexico, City, May 12.—According to a 
dispatch which was received from the 
city of Terreon, Coahuila at a late hour 
tonight ninety lives were lost in a fire 
which oecurred ig the Cornethas shaft 
of the Terneras group of mines in the 
town of Velardena, state of Dusnago. 

The fire started early Friday night 
in an abandoned shaft. At the time 
there were !07 men working in another 
part of the mine and from what can be 
lesrned at this time but seventeen of 
them escaped. Thirty-five bodies have 
been recovered according to latest re- 
ports received from the scene of dig- 
aster, but as the fire is still raging, it 
is feared that few others imprisoned 
will be found. 

Cigarette Caused Horror. 3 

, The origin of the fire is supposed to 
‘have been due to the carelessness of 
a miner who was smoking a cigarette 
in, an abandoned shaft, through whicn 
he was passing. This section of the 
mine, it is said, was. exceedingly dry 
and it is believed that the man in 
throwing away his half, burned ciga- 
rette allowed it to drop into a bunch 
of olled waste. A blaze immediately 
reeulted and this quickly conveyed it- 
self to the adjoining timber. The fire 
had gained great headway before it 
was discovered by the men in the near 
vicinity. They found.that all avenues 
of escape to the surace had been cut 
off. Seventeen, however, who were in 
a £00d position, made a dash and reach. 
ed the outer air. 

Only Charred Remains, : 

Rescuing parties have been working 
heroically, but only charred and unrec- 
ognizable remains have thus ar reward- 
ed their efforts. 

The shat fn. which the fire is still rag- 
ing and is said to be beyond control, is 
of a mine which is a group of the 
largest copper producing mines in the 
nerthern section of Mexico. The Gug- 
génheim interests are said to own the 
property. Owing to the remoteness of 
the region it has been difficult to re- 
ceive detailea of the catastrophe and a 
list of the dead is unavailable at this 
time. 


FRENCH AND GERMAN TRADE. 


ee ee “ 
Statement Is Issued Showing Our 
Trade Relations With Them. 

Washington, D. C., May !2.—In view 
of the tariff, negotiations now pend- 
ing between the United States, Ger- 
many and France to bring about bet- 
ter trade relations, a statement is- 
sued by the bureau of statistics today 
showing the trade conditions between 
this country and those named is of 
particular interest and presents some 
important facts. 

The statement predicts that the 
trade with Germeny and France will 

robably reach about $700,000,000 
within the next month. This would 
be an increase of 8&187,000,000 over 
the previous year.. 

About three-fifths of the enormous 
amount of this fiscal year’s trade 
occurred with Germany, and about 
two-fifths with France. The exports 
from the United States to Germany are 
much greater than the imports from 
Gerbany, but in the case of Franc 
the expprts are slightly less than th 
imports. 

In the nine months of, the present 
fiscal year, the exports to Germany 
aggregated 207,000,000 and imports 
from that country $!23,000,000; ex- 
ports to France, $i, 000,000, and imports 
from France, $,000,000,

Cox, of 
Cincinnati, was not in Mr. Foraker’s 
interest, or with his approval, but he 
tnought Mr, Cox was striving for party 
harmony, and he (Mr. Foraker) was will- 
ing to accept the results, .. the conven- 
tion, should act favorably on iur. Cox’s 
recommendations. The senator says 
all questions of indorsemnet and nomi- 
nation should be deferred until the next 
state convention, and he will not regard 
as binding any action taken meanwhile 
by any Individual or committee not au- 
thorized to settle these questions for 
Ohio republicans. 

The senator reiterates that he will re- 
quest that the call for ¢he next state 
convention provide that the delegates be | 
elected from the various counties at pri- 
marries. 

Senator Foraker’s Statement. 

In answer to the statement in today's 

papers given out at Cleveland by Mr. 
Burton, Senater Foraker said: 
- “Mr. Burton’s statement ig Mkely to 
create a false impression. Go far as I 
6m concerned, no effort whatever has 
been made to make a deal, or a bar- 
gain, or a compromise, with anybody 
about anything. The statement put out 
by Mr. Cox was his own, and ne made 
it on his owa motion and certainly not 
in my interest, nor with my approval. 
At the game time, I thought he was 
striving for rartvy harmony and that his 
}aunpese was e laudable one, and I was 
willing to adopt the result if the con- 
vention should aet favorably upon his 
1ecommondation;: not favorably upon his 
cluded in his plan of compromise, but 
becarse I ‘wag willing to conforrr. to 
anything reasonat@e that party good 
riight seam to require.

The charge against Bush is assault 
with intent to murder, and Solicitor Hill! 
Says the sending of a deadly bomb to 
any one makes a typical case of an as- 
sault with intent to murder if the bomb 
explodes and injures a person. 

The punishment, in Georgia, for an as- 
sault with intent to murder is imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary from two to 
ten years. 

Recorder Broyles has expressed the opin- 
ion that there are some such assaults that 
deserves the death penalty as much so 
as murder, and he believes the sending 
of an infernal maching into a home is 
Such a@ case. He says the law ought to 
be amended so as to cover such a case 
as that now under consideration. 

In this opinion the recorder ig con- 
curred with by a large number of law- 
yers and by a great many citizens, 

He Contradicts Mrs. McCarthy. 

Bush has failed to .make the $10,000 
bond, and it is probable that he never 
will. He continues to assert that he is 
innocent, and says he feels sure he will 
not be found guilty by a jury of |2 men. 
He goes so far as to contradict the 
statements made by Mrs: McCarthy, and 
says he cannot understand how she can 
make such statemerts whén they arg not 
true. He denies that he ever went to 
the McCarthy homé and spoke about 
Charlie Doolittle’s and Miss Katherine Mc- 
Carthy’s engagement. He asserts posi- 
tively that he never. maue any threats, 
or became angry or wept when calling 
upon Mrs. McCarthy. 

Mrs. McCarthy says he did do such 
things, and she will so testify under 
oath. She is a good Christian woman, 
and her statements are’ believeg to be 
true by those who know her. 

The detectives are still trying to find 
out something about the pistol which 
was used in the hell-box. They hopa that 
the person who cut off the barrel for 
the man who made the box will come 
forward at once, and let himself be 
They say that such a person 
could not possibly be blamed in any 
way, and'‘that his evidence would go 4@ 
long way towards clearing up the af- 
fair.

There was no. warning of the impend- 
ing calamity. « The special plunged down 
the defective switch, and in an instant 
the big locomotive, baggage oar, diner 
and Pullman, coupled with it, were huri- 
ed ‘together in a huge heap of wreck- 
age. The engine shot forward on the 
broken ‘track; tearing up the rails and 
ties and twisting the huge iron spans 
into fish hooks. The baggage car half 
buried itself in the sand ~-on the right 
Bide of the locomotive, It was smashed 
almost to kindling wood. 

Seores Were Scalded. 

The dining car, in which were thirty- 
two persons, eating their’ noonday meal, 
leaped into the air wans thrown di- 
rectly on top of the demolished locomo- 
tive. Nearly every person in this coach 
was instantly killed. Scores were scald- 
ed by steam escaping from disconnected 
pipes in the kitchen on the diner. 

The terror and turmoil of the scene 
was indescribable. Many of those who 
escaped death by the first impact were 
crushed by the rear coaches hurled upon 
the wreckage. Others, pinioned in the 
debris, were roasted alive. The wreck- 
age caught fire from. the coals of the 
engine, but was extinguished in a few 
minutes by the passengers who escaped 
injury. 

Engineer Frank Champlaine, was 
pitched with his cab 26 feet beyond the 
engine, and got wp and ran_ three- 
quarters of a mile, seeking help before 
he discovered that his arm was broken, 
and that he was severely scalded. A man 
standing behind his wife in the baggage 
car was hurled through 4 huge rent in 
the room, ang alighted in soft and yiel4- 
ing sand almost uninjured. The woman 


was forced through the floors, and 
wreckers had to lift tons of baggage to 


get her body out. 
Caught in Death Trap. 

But the ufffortunafes who occupied 
every seat in the dining car were caught 
in a veritable death trap. Only two of 
the mine men of the diner crew are num- 
bered among the dead. The remainder, 
though cooped up in the narrow kitchen 
and pantry, sustained bad cuts and 
bruises. 

A last call for luncheon had just sound- 
ed a few minutes before the diaster. 

Rajah Temple, of Reading, Pa., oc- 
cupied the last car on the train, and 
‘were the last ones to go forward to the 
diner. Thecar was filled almost entirely 
with Reading people when the wreck 
occurred. An instant after the smash 
those who were not rendered insensfble 
or otherwise incapacitated by the terri- 
ble impact, Jumpeqg from the train to 
render aid, but the gruesome scene be- 
fore them unfitted many for the work 
they had to do long hours before relief 
arrived. 


Frights.1ei women, peering through 
the windows of the undamaged sleeper, 
fainted whon they saw the bodies of 
their frieads strewn alorg the roadside, 
blood from their wounds staining the 
fand drifts all about.

Comparatively Litle Disorder in 
San Francisco Yesterday, 


FIRM STAND BY GOVERNOR 


Gov. Gillette Announced He Would 


Call Out Militia if Rioting Con- 
tinued— This Had Sobering 


Effect on Handreds of 
Trouble Makers. 


San Francisco, May 12.—Fifty street 
cars were operated today from !0 o'clock 
in the morning until 5 o’clock in the 
evening over two of the twenty odd lines 
composing the United Railroads system. 
For the first time since the commence- 
ment of the strike last Sunday cars 
were run today to the ferries. About 


20,000 passengers patronized the ser- 


vice. 

There was very little disorder during 
the day in comparisons with the five 
previous. Thousands of persons evident- 
ly regarded the published injunctions 
and w;rivate warnings and remained in 
doors for the Sunday crowds were muclrY 
smaller than usual. 

Unquestionably the firm stand taken by 
Governor Gillette when he announced 
through this morning’s papers that he 
woulg judge-the San Francisco situation 
by the acts of the people, and would 
not hesitate a moment to'call out the 
militia if rioting should be continued, 
had a sobering effect on hundreds of 
trouble makers whose acts of violence 
made the history of the past week a 
Cisgraceful and bloody occasion. 

Five hundred police guarded the streets 
through which the fifty cars were run, 
but they had little to do. Isolated in- 
stances of misconduct on the part of 
irdividual policemen were noted, but on 
the whole, the five-sevenths of the en- 
tire force of the department gave aide- 
quate protection to the two lines fhat 
were in operation.

HOME RULE BL 


Many Believe Irish Measure Will 


“Fail in Upper House, 


PEERS AGAINST MEASURE 


But Question Is Whether They Will 
Dare to Reject It—Much De- 
pends on the Attitude of 
the Irish National 

Cenvention. 


London, May i2.—With their huge 
majority the liberals, ft is confidentiy 
predicted, will be able to pass their 
Irish bill through the house of com- 
mons, but not without strenuous oppo- 
sition from those anti-home rulers, 
who see in the measure a step toward 
an Irish parliament with Irish rulers, 
which is the hope of Ireland. But 
Whether the liberal government can 
carry the measure through the house 
of lords is,not so clear, for the upper 
house is strongly opposed to the pres- 
ent Campbell-Bennerman amendments 
Moreover, it is one of the proudest 
memories of the peers that in the 
great home rule battle over the Glad- 
Stone bill, the upper house finally 
triumphed over the commons, thus de- 
feating home rule at a moment when 
it was almost within reach. 

However, sentiment has changed 
since then, and the British public has 
now grown so weary of the everlast- 
ing Irish question that’ it is quite 
ready to have the peers grant some 
measure of relief. Plans are alreacy 
being made for the debate on the bill, 
and for amendments from various 
quarters. 


Bill Might injure Irish Protestants, 


Even some of the unionists can find 
little that ig objectionable in the _ bill, 


from their point of view, but as a 
party they say they are bound to rec- 
Ognize the arguments of the Irish 
unionists, who contend that the meas- 
ure is one which might be used to'| 
prejudice the protestant minority in 
Ireland. 

There is also a possibility of the bill 
being crowded out by other legislation, 
with which the government program is 
already overloaded, and which in- 
cludes licensing reform and reform of 
the house of lords, for which many 
Supporters of the government are 
Clamoring, and which might be 
brought forward if the discussion of 
the Irish bill gets: beyond the limit 
which the cabinet has agreed to allow.

“The introduction of a million new 
immigrants every year presents an- 
other problem in education. The pub- 
lic schools are the crucibles in which 
the heterogeneous mass of our popu- 
letion is fused and made homogeneous. 
Ar. adequate school system must be 
maintained to educate the children of 
tie new arrivals in the rudimentary 
precepts, and also to acquaint them 
with the American system of govern- 
ment, its principles and ideals. 

The tricklings of learning that pen- 
etrate the mind of a child are commu- 
nicated to the whole immigrant family 
and thus aidin their Americanization. 
This enlightenment of the newcomers 
is a very deep concern of the govern- 
ment. It means a more thorough un- 
derstanding, a fuller appreciation of 
the rights and duties of a citizen and 
helps to make the people homogen- 
eous. Without this bond of sympathy 
and understanding the people will fall 
apart. They need not be homogeneous 
racially, but unless there is similarity 
in aims, in ambition and in mode of 
life, people cannot harmoniously dwell 
together. 

There were in the United States in 
1900, according to the census figures 
of that year, 6,180,069 illiterates, a 
number equal to 7 per cent of the 
whole population. While the southern 
states led in the percentage Of illit- 
eracy, there were in the north Atlan- 
tic, and also in the north central, 
stctes, nearly a million immigrants for 
each division, or to be exact, 976,536 
in the former, and 858,322 in the lat- 
ter, division of states. 

When one out of ten of the popula- 
tion is illiterate, there is a situation 
presented which the government 
m‘ght very profitably help to relieve. 
There is no question of “states’ 
r.gits” involved in this issue. The 
reoney from the national treasury 
which the statesmen in Washington 
may decide to devote to common 
school education, may be distributed 
among the states just as the funds 
now are under the Morrill law for 
cgricultural education. 

The individual states will look after 
the proper distribution and direction 
of the funds. The government money 
will act as the nucleus which will at- 
tract other contributions to the cause 
of education and schools of every 
craracter will .be benefited. 

The several bills introduced at the 
last session pf congress calling for 
federal aid to agricultural schools in 
ccngressional districts, was a wise one 
and deserves the prompt considera- 
tion of the law-makers when they? 
meet again.

The Monorail Raijway. 

The railway trains of the future are 
tc travel on only one rail. Mechanics, 
scientists and railroad builders who 
maintain a sharp lookout on the 
tracks ahead, have long agreed that 
this was true; but it has remained for 
Louis Brennan, the inventor of the 
Brennan torpedo, to. demonstrate that 
it could actually be done. 

The limit of speed on parallel lines 
of rail, even with electric equipment, 
has probably been achieved by the 
acoption of the straight track system. 
The new method may make our present 
speed in travel resemble the unsteady 
crawling of an infant. It is predicted 
that the speed of trains will be in- 
creased twice and thrice, and that the 


modern traveler will be largely elim- 
inated when the principle which Mr. 
Brennan has worked out and success- 
fully demonstrated has been applied. 
The secret of the invention is nothing 
more nor less than the action of the 
gyroscope, commonly witnessed in the 
spinning top. This*is the power that 
is going to keep a car balanced on a 
single rail and secure the greatest 
amount of speed with the expenditure} 
of the least amount of power. This is 
to be accomplished by reducing to a 
niinimum the friction caused by the 
ozcillation of cars and the grinding of 
vheels against the rails, as is inev- 
itable with our present railway cars. 

The Royal Society, of London, which 
usually receives the first official an- 
nouncement of scientific discoveries in 
Great Britain, fairly lost control of 
itself when Mr. Brennan exhibited his 
car and made it perform such wonders 
as running on a single rail and travel- 
ing around the room on a wire cable, 
automatically adjusting itself to the 
size of the load placed on board and 
the position of the cargo, and appar- 
eutly overcoming the laws of gravita- 
tion. 

Mr. Brennan has been at work upon 
the idea of a monorai] train for a num- 
ber of years, realizing that the great- 
est speed and the greatest economy of 
pewer could thus be secured. He now 
looks forward to the construction of 
a transcontinental line of railway, 
equipped with all the facilities of a 
hotel, with rooms 15 or 20 feet wide, 
instead of the size of the ordinary rail- 
way car, and on which passengers will 
travel at the rate of 120 to 150 miles 
per hour. English experts who have 
examined Mr. Brennan’s model car 
have made reports to the British gov- 
ernment favorable to the new system 
ef transportation. 

The balancing principle which Mr. 
B-ennen has worked out after thirty 
years of experimenting is thus very 
simply described by the inventor: 

Automatic stability mechanism of ex- 
treme simplicity carried by the vehicle 
itself endows it with. this power. The 
mechanism consfsts essentially of two 
flywheels rotated directly by electric mo- 
tors in opposite directions at a very high 
velocity and mounted so that their gyre- 
static action and stored up energy can 
be utilized. These flywheels are mounted

journal friction is reduced to a minimum, 
and consequently the power required to 


when revolving at full speed, is so gre 
and the friction so smali that if the driv- 
ing current ig‘cut off altogether they will 
run at sufficient velocity to impart sta- 
bility to the vehicle for several hours, 
while it will:take from two to three days 
before they come to rest. The stability 
mechanism occupies but little space and 
is conveniently placed in the cab at one 
ena of the vehicle: Its weight is also 
small, about 5 per cent of the total load 
being considered an ample allowance for 
tHe first vehicle. 

A car that is able to travel on one 
rail of the present standard size, that 
vill cross a river or a ravine on @ sin- 
gie cable, that will not be derailed by 
the high speed maintained around 
sharp curves or the lateral pressure of 
wind against the cars, seems indeed 
the product of a miracle. - Moreover, it 
dces not matter whether the car is in 
motion or standing still; so long as 
the fly wheels revolve under the car 
with sufficient rapidity, the stability 
of the car is preserved. 

Probably nothing short of the actual 
discovery of a practical machine to 
navigate the air will cause more wide- 
spread interest than Mr. Brennan's 
invention. The effect of its general 
adoption may be to revolutionize the 
transportation systems of the world. 
Pailway construction will have to be 
alte and practically every kind of 
equipment and supplies, roadways, 
bridges and tunnels built on a differ- 
ent plan. 

But that is a good look ahead. 


An Epochal Art Movement. 

From a local standpoint, the art ex- 
hibition now in progress in the Al- 
friend building, under the auspices of 
the Atlanta Art Association, may be 
regarded as epochal. It distinctly 
marks, if not exactly the beginning, an 
important period in the progress of

The artists concerned in this exhi- 
bition, open to the public during the 
present : week at 97 1-2 Peachtree 
street, are five in number and each has 
presented there examples of work 
which have won high praise from 
acknowledged critics. Two of them, 
EX H. Osgood, director of the art 
school, and Mrs. Osgood, have taught 
in Paris, and have been honored with 
the distinction of having pictures hung 
in the famed Paris salon. Edward 
Grégory Smith presents some highly 
commended landscape work, while the 
pertraits by Miss Kate Edwards, for- 
merly of Marshallville but now of At- 
lanta, and the cover designs and dec- 
orative studies of Miss Rosine Raoul, 
heve attracted attention and comment’ 
as admirable specimens of these 
classes of work. <A splendid water- 
color by Mrs. Osgood was one of the 
admired pictures at the Paris salon a 
few years ago, while a talented ver- 
satility is apparent in the etchings, 
portraits and landscape work of Mr. 
Osgood. 

This exhibition will prove.a rare 
treat for those who are familiar with 
and interested in high-class art, and 
a source of attraction and pleasure as 
well to those whose time and inclina- 
tions permit but a passing interest. 

But it ig of general concern, as al- 


l ready indicated, in that it gives prom- 


ise of a brilliant future in a field 
which, heretofore, Atlanta has too lit- 
tie known. Every movement which 
has for its objects the elevation of 
ideals and the ennobling of inspira- 
tion, has in it a power to accomplish 
scmething for the general good. These 
are primarily the aims of true art, 
and such a forward step as this of 
the Atlanta artists and their associates 
can but receive the earnest commend- 
ation and encouragement of intel- 
lectual and progressive citizens.

Huntsville, Ala., when the jail was set } 


on fire and a prisoner taken out in spite 


lof the pretended resistance of the m‘hi- 


tia, and hung fm the court house square. 
Riggins, one of these lynchers, was in 
dicted in the federal court, and sued out 
a writ of habeas corpus on the ground 
that the court had no jurisdiction. 
United States Judge Thomas G. Jones re- 
fused to discharge him, and he appealed 
to the supreme court of the Unite1 
States, which, for technical reasons, de- 
clined to pass upon the merits of the case 
at' all. In the decision rendered in ths 
Uniteg States circuit court, J@dge Jones 
presiding, it was held, in substanc;3, 
where race malevolence was the cause of 
the lynching of a prisoner, that the fed- 
had jurisdiction under the 
thirteenth amendment, following in that 
regard, the noted decision of Justice 
Bradley in the case of Uniteg States vy. 
Cruikshank, ! Woods’ Reports, 308. 
Judge Jones further held, regardless of 
any question of race, that whoeve- 
lynched a prisoner in custody, on charee 
of a crime against the state, violated 
the enjoyment of a right secured to th? 
prisoner under the fourteenth amendment. 
and sections 5608-9 of the RevVised Stat- 
utes of the United States. The reasons 
for this conclusion were elaborated in the 
opinion then rendered, which is reported 
Ex-Parte Riggins, 134 Federal Reporter, 
404, which you can find in any lawyer's 
office in Atlanta. After the Riggins 4e- 
cision, the supreme court decided the 
Hodges case ffom Arkansas, which is re- 
ported umndér the title of Hodges v. 
United States, 203 U. S. Reports, page |. 
The supreme court there held that there 
was no jurisdiction under the thirteenta 
amendment, departing in that respect 
from the doctrine, which up to that time 
seems to have been recognized, as lai 
down by Justice Bradley in the Cruik- 
fhank case. Although the fourteenth 
amendment was not involved, the court 
made some strong expressions as to lack 
of jurisdiction against lawless private in 
dividuals even under’ the fourteenth 
amendment, unless the state itself were 
at fault. See page 16 and page !9 of the 
opinion of the supreme court [n the 
Hodges case. 

After the publication of that decision. 
the indictment of Powell, another of the 


' Huntsville rioters, came before the court 


on demurrer. Judge Jones held, of 
course, following the Hodges case, that 
the counts based upon a violation of 
rights secured under the _ thirteenth 
amendment were bad; but he also re- 
Stated in the Powell opiriion the arg:- 
ment made in the former case in suppor: 
of the jurisdiction under the fourteenth 
amendment, and retterated his conviction 
that the doctrine was eminently sound. 
As you will note on pages 23-24 of the 
opinion in the Powell case, he felt bound 
by the observations of the supreme court 
in the Hodges case as to federal jurisdic- 
tion against lawlessness of individuals 
under the fourteenth amendment, and. 
therefore, decided that there was no fed- 
eral jurisdiction against persons who 
lynched a prisoner in custody of the state 
unless state officials participated in the 
lynching. 

Under a recent act of congress the rul- 
ing then made on the demurrer, quashing 
the indictment in the Powell case, nas 
been taken by the government by writ of 
error before the, supreme court of th4 
United States, where it is a preferrei 
case. and will probably be decideg ear:y 
next year. 

You will see if the arguments in the 
Powell case are upheld by the supremo 
court, as regards the fourteenth amen4- 
ment, there will be federal jurisdiction 
of lynching, while, if Judge Jones’ last 
decision is sustained, there will be ro 
federal jurisdiction; and, of course, the 
decision canot be sustained without over- 
ruling the views he advanced, and to 
which he announced he adhered, and from 
which he departed only in obedience to a 
supposed decision on that point. 

It is apparent that the chief opposition 
tc federal jurisdiction in the case of 
lynching prisoners in the custody of the 
state results from an unfounded popular 
idea that the exercise of such jurisdic- 
tion would be {Invasive of states’ rights, 
and in some way be an entering wedge io 
break up the integrity of local self-gov- 
ernment. There is no foundation for th2 
igea, but, on the contrary, it simply adde 
another force to vindicate and enforce 
state laws. Opinions on such qugstions, 


seldom copied in the newspapers, and the 
average man, whose opinions do so mucn 
in shaping legislation, and molding offi- 
cial action, never sees the argument 
which would enlighten him, and-takeg his | 
cue from some politician who ‘‘cusses” 
the court for usurping jurisdiction. 

Every argument in favor of the consti- 
tutiona] rights of the American citizen 
strikes a tender cord in the breast of the 
average man in this country, and they 
are eagerly read and discussed when they 
fall into the hands of the laymen, but the 
layman never sees them. Any discus- 
sion in the newspapers of these questions. 
and the remedy for our grave problem, 
no matter what the result, strengthens 
the forces .of civilization. 

Every reflecting southerner realizes the 
Lrave and magnificent work The Const'- 
tution has been doing in support of law 
and order, and recognizes the wide sphere 
of its influence, in properly molding puv- 
lic opinion upon such questions. It is to 
such influences in the main, that our peéo- 
ple must look at last for lasting pea-:< 
and the wise solution of the problems 
which rise up about our hearthstones. 
While I believe the full publication of 
Judge Jones’ opinion at this time would 
attract widespread attention to this live 
question, and be promotive of public dis- 
cussion and thought, which, as Kinglake 
says, “throngs in the council boards, and 
becomes partaker, of the councils of 
state’: yet that would doubtless, be too 
much of a tax upon your columns, but :t 
will subserve.the public good to combat 
the idea—that the doctrine is any inv3- 
sion of states’ rights, and to publish some 
excerpts from the opinion upon that 
roint' HPRMAN A. MIZNER.

Judge Rodgers Makes Some Interesting Sugges- 


tions Concerning Georgia Day at the 
. Virginia Exposition.

URGE ROBERT RODGERS has 
written a card to The Constitu- 


J 


tion of statements by Commissioner 
to Jamestown Norwood Mitchell, and 
makes some suggestions as to proper 
souvenirs for the Georgia building at 
Jamestown. 

His card follows: 


“Bditor Constitution: I notice by the 
newspapers that there has been some 
little friction, end some dissatisfac- 
tion concerning the alleged jack of 
courtesy to the chairman or president 
of the Georgia commissioners at the 
Jamestown exposition. Of course 1 
do not know the cause or merits of 
the difficulty. I am not directly in- 
terested in the matter, but perhaps 
there may be something to consider in 
more ways than one. Sometime ago, 
about the middle of March, The Wash- 
ington Post contained an interview 
with the chief of the Georgia commis- 
sioners, telling what he had said about 
the matter of the Georgia building, 
in the style of the Bulloch mansion, 
at Roswell. The fashion of the build- 
ing may be alright, but how are we 
to account for the errors of the chief 
commissioner, when he said: ‘Some o 
the furniture will be brought on, and 
the old sun dial, erected by the pres- 
ident’s grandfather, the second g0v- 
ernor of Georgia, will be put up in 
front of the mansion.’ 

“Now, why should any such stuff as 
this be put up as a puff for either the 
exposition, or for the Bulloch family? 
The president’s grandfather was never 
the governor of Georgia, much less 
the second governor. The great-great- 
grandfather of President Roosevelt 
was Archibald Bulloch, who was the 
first governor of Georgia, or as he 
was then styled, the ‘President of the 
Executive Council,’ of the state of 
Georgia. He was the first man who 
read in public in Georgia the Declara- 
tion of Independence. He read it three 
times in one day, in Savannah, in Au- 
gust, in 1776. He was then the pres- 
ident of the free ind independent state 
of Georgia. He never saw Roswell, or 
the Bulloch mansion now mentioned. 
There was not any Roswell, nor man- 
sion, either, then. 

“He died in 1777, and at that time 
the Indians were the only inhabitants 
of the forest, where Roswell is now 
situated. 


As to the Grandfather Clock. 


“As to the old ‘grandfather's clock, 
I doubt if Archibald Bulloch’ ever 
thought of erecting any sun u.al, and 
certainly not at Roswell. Then the 
Georgia commissioner goes on to state 
as follows: 

““‘On Georgia day, June 10, the presi- 
dent will be the guest of honor. He 
will make a speech, and a luncheon will 
be served to him from the very same 
table from which his mother and father 
were served the day they were married,

and he will be served on that occasion 
by the very same old negro, now 86 
years of age, who served his father and 
mother when they were joined in wed- 
lock more than half a century ago.’ 
Now what is the good sense or use to 
put out such report? It is well-known 
that the old colored man who used to 
serve the household in the Bulloch fam- 
ily at Roswell, and was the good man 
Servant, was old ‘Daddy Luke,’ as he 
was called by the family, ang by every- 
body else who knew him, and ‘Daddy 
Luke’ was the servant and butler in 
that family when Mr. ‘1..eodore Roose- 
velt and Miss “Mittie’ Bulloch, the presi- 
dent's mother and father, were married. 
‘Daddy Luke’ was a famous old darkey, 
and so likewise was his wife, old ‘Mam 
Charlotte.” They served faithfully many 
many years in the Bulloch family, and 
they were old when the president’s moth- 
er and father were married. Later 
‘Mam Charlotte’ died, and ‘Daddy Luke’ 
was: set free before the civil war by the 
Bulloch family. He lived at the old 
home place, and was cared for by the 
family, the president’s mother and her 
sisters, and he lived to be 105 years old. 
Died Twenty-Five Years Ago. 

“He died about twenty-five years ago. 
and was. given decent and honorable 
burial at the old family burying ground 
at Roswell. Then what is the use to 
try to get up an interest, by such fic- 
tion as above quoted? There is suffi- 
cient of the romance of reality about 
the Bulloch family, and of ‘the presi- 
dent’s mother and father,’ to interest 
everybody who may visit the Georgia 
building at Jamestown without getting 
up so much of mde fiction. If the mat- 
ter is to be of s0 much of national im- 
portance, why should not our state com- 
missioners at the Jamestown exposition 
get up an original gathering of the con- 
nections of the Bulloch family, together 
with the numerous and interesting sou- 
venirs of the family now in existence? 
If they would care to furnish real object 
lessons of history, pertaining to the fam- 
ily of the president's mother and state 
history of Georgia, why not present it 
by living people and real facts ang ob- 
jects? As a matter of fact, Archibald 
‘Bulloch, who was the first, not second, 
‘president’ of Georgia, after she threw 
off the yoke of tyranny, and renownced 
allegiance to Great Britain. never, buil* 
the Bulloch house at Roswell, and never 
lived there. No such place. as Roswell, 
Ga., was in existence, or ever was 
creamed of, before Archibald Bulloch 
died. His grandson, Major James 
Stephens Bulloch, had the house built, 
and lived there, and it was he who was 
the father of the president’s mother, and 
it was he who was the president’s grand- 
father. 

“If the commissioners should desire to 
get persons and facts, why do they not 
go to Washington city and invite and se- 
cure Dr. J. G. B. uBlloch, who is the 
present head of the Bulloch family now 
living, and his sister, ang get them to 
attend the ceremonies of the Bulloch 
hall at Jamestown? Dr..Bulloch knows 
all about the family history and he has 
numerous souvenirs: and heirlooms of 
great interest, and he would afow them 
to be exhibited if he were approached in 
the proper manner. For instance, see 
what he could contribute for such ex- 
hibition, viz:

_ FOR KILLING IN FLORIDA, 
WAS A FORMER GEORGIAN 


“§ a few days ago at Palm Beach, 
Fia., was for a number of years 
@ well known and influential quanti- 
ty in Georgia’s business world, was 
prominent socially and was universal- 
ly recognized as a man of extreme 
good fellowship. 

-A native of Alabama he made Geor- 
gia his home immediately after fin- 
ishing MTs education, selecting Macon 


as his place of abode. 

Troy’s father was & leading member 
of the Montgomery Bar and besides 
enjoying a most lucrative practice was 
well situated financially, being at one 
time a heavy holder of stock in the 
famous Blyton Land Company of Bir- 
mingham, 4 corporation which made 
many a man rich about the time of the 
old Magic City boom. Young Troy 
was sent to an aeademy near Mobile 
and later becam? a student at Pio No- 
no college at Macon, and it was prob- 
ably while at Pio Nono the fates de- 
creed that the Central City should be- 
come the first home of his selection. 
Troy ‘was bright and was a quick 
student, always standing well up in his 
classes. He was full of life and was 
@ leader among his fellow classmates, 
some of them being Atlanta boys. 

After completing his education in 
Georgia Troy went to Heidleburg ani 
at that university of renown made a 
record for himself. His education com- 
pleted, Troy returned to his Alabama 
home, but within a few months lo- 
eated in Macon, entering the merchan- 
dise broker’s fieid in which he made 
rapid and substantial progress. In 
those days he was a handsome, dash- 
ing. fearless young fellow with no 
traits of bad conduct of any sort. He 
was of excellent build and was consid- 
ered quite an athlete, fearless and 
manly and was popular in business 
and socially, the best homes of the 
city being open to him. Some time 
after making his home in Macon he 
led to the altar Miss Tinsley, a sister 
of A. R. Tinsley, one of the leading 
wholesale merchants and J. T. Tinsley 
city treasurer of Macon, and the mar- 
riage has proven a most happy one, 

Started Brewery in Macon. 

Gome time in the later ‘80's Troy 
conceived a brewery for Macon. While 
he was in Germany he had learned 
the demand for that drink among Ger- 
mans and felt sure that one would 
prove successful in the Central City. 
Within a short time Tinsley had or- 
ganized the Acme Brewing Company, 
which is now owned by the Messrs. 
Block, of Macon. He was elected pres- 
ident of the company and while at the 
head of it was tts ruling spirit. Be- 
fore commencing the construction of 
his buildings Troy sent to Germany 
for men versed in the work and also 
Brought to Macon expert German 
brewers, men who could not speak 
English when they arrived. The brew- 
ery was a success and remained un- 
der Troys management until he sold 
out to the present owners. 

That was some twelve or fifteen 
years ago, about as near as can be 
ascertained. 

After disposing of the brewery Mr. 
Tinsley secured large concessions in 
Honduras, hardwood being his spec- 
falty. Then he moved his family to 
New York and associated a brother in 
business with him. Troy went into 
the Honduran fields, leaving his broth- 
er to look after the New York office. 
His concession was a valuable one, and 
Troy, knowing how to handle it, made 
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OM TROY, who killed Newcomb{it quite profitable. 


He wan on his 
way home from Honduras 
became involved in the difficulty with 
Newcombe at Palm Beach, which re 
sulted in the death of Newcombe and 
the imprisonment of Troy. 

Story of Killing. 

An old Atlantan, who was in Flor- 
ida when the tragedy happened and 
who reached home last night, tells 
of the affray. Troy, it seems, sailed 
from Honduras some days ago witn 
a cargo of hardwood consigned to New 
York. For business reasons Troy 
wanted to reach New York in advance 
of the hardwood cargo and caused his 
vessel to touch Florida, so that he 
‘might catch a fast train for the east. 
He had left the boat and had found 
his way into a ealoon where he order- 
ed a bottle of wine and some refresh- 
ments. When Troy entered the sa- 
loon Newcombe.and two companions 
were drinking wine. 
combe, whose home is in lowa, 
been. associated in the past, but were 
not on the best of terms, it is said, 
at the time of the killing. As Troy 
ordered his wine Newcombe invited 
him.«to join the gathering. 
clined, saying he was in a hurry to 
catch a train for New York. New- 
combe became offended at Troy’s re- 
fusal and grew abusive. Troy had 
driven to the saivon in an automobile, 
carrying a satchel with him, which. he 


to the saloon, placing it upon the floor 
by a table at which he was sitting. 
Newcombe continued talking about 
Troy and finally advanced to the ta- 
ble at which Trov was sitting. 

Troy warned him away but New- 
combe grabbed up the satchel which 
sprang open. 
chair and throwing a hand toward 
his ‘hip pocket made a grab for the 
satchel. 

“Shoot your damn tin gun,’ exclaim- 
ed Newcombe as he dropped _ the 
satchel and reached for his hip pock- 
et. “Shoot I sav.” , 

Troy accepted the invitation and be- 
gan pulling the trigger. Five times 
the pistol in Troy’s hand was  dis- 
charged and each time a bullet en- 
tered Newcombe’s body causing in- 
stant death. It was then that Troy 
approached Newcombe’s companions 
and ordered them to leave the saloon. 
Then he surrendered to the sheriff, 
by whom he was driven to county jail 
in the automobile, When the satchel 
was searched at the jail the sheriff 
found within it two hundred thousand 
dollars of bonds which Troy was car- 
rying to New York with him. 

Troy was yet in jail when the At- 
lantan left Florida and was awaiting 
the arrival of a brother before moving 
to secure his release upon bond. Troy 
has two brothers in Montgomery both 
of whom are successful and well es- 
tablished in the state.

Macon, Ga., May | 2.—(Special.)—Messre. 
Mallory H. Taylor, L. H> Burghard, Min-

Head of the Ragland Coal Company 
Was Asked to Come to Atlanta 
and Make Statement About 
the Charges Against 
Thomas Stocks. . 


The water board will meet next 
Thursday afternoon at $3 o’clock for 
the purpose of investigating the 
charges against Commissioner Thom- 
as F. Stocks, who is alleged to have 
received rebates on coal purchased 
by the city for the waterworks de- 
partment for the past two years. 

The matter came out in the last 
meeting of the board when an execu- 
tive session was held. Commissioner 
Stocks was present and heard the 
charges. He emphatically denied them 
and said he could prove they were 
not true at the proper time. , 

The board has communicated with 
W. P. Brown, president of the Rag- 
land Coal Co., who is said to have 
made the charges. Tt is alleged that 
President Brown charged that Com- 
missioner Stocks, or the Stocks Coal 
Co., received a bonus or rebate of 
éight cents a ton on the coal sold to 
the: waterworks department by the 
Ragland Coal Co. The contract with 
the city was for $2.36 a ton, and it 
was sold through the Stocks Coal Co. 
President Brown is said to have 
charged at the rate of $2.36 a ton, 
while the Stocks Coal Co. only paid 
$2.28 a ton. 

Net Yet Heard From. 


President Brown has not yet been 
heard from since he was requested to 
come to Atlanta and make his charges 
public. A reply from him is expected 
today. He has been asked to come 
and bring with him all the corres- 
pondence he may have that will throw 
light on the matter. 

Members of the water. board are very 
reticent about the affair and neither 
they nor any officer connected with 
the waterworks department will have 
anything to say about the matter. 

The session of the water board will 
doubtless be public as that board has 
always prided itself on the fact that 
it never had anything to ¢onceal from 
the people.

FOR DEAD HERO 


Grave of Major Philoman 
Tracy in the Union 
Cemetery, 


} ° 

The Julfa Jackson chapter or the Chil- 
Gren of the Confederacy is preparing co 
send a magnificent floral tribute to be 
placed upon the grave of Philomon T. 
Tracy, a major in the southern confeder- 
acy, who fell at the battle of Sharpsburs, 
and is buried at Batavia, N. Y. 

Tracy was a Macon boy whose father 
Was a northern man who came souta 
and married here. Phil Tracy was th: 
oldest son of HBdward D. Tracy, being 
born in 1830. Edward D. Tracy, Jr., 4% 
younger brother, was killed in the battle 
at Port Gibson, Miss., on the confederate 
side. 

Philomon’ Tracy resided in Batavia, N., 
Y., in his younger days, being prepareJd 
for college there and graduating from 
Yale, after which he returned to jis 
birthplace in Macon and made that ais 
life home. 

When the war broke out he entered the 
confederate service, and when the Sixth 
Georgia regiment was formed at Macon, 
with the late Governor Colquitt as colo- 
rel, Philomon Tracy was made a major. 

He was twice wounded at Seven Ppin2s 
in May, !862, and before his wound nau 
healed, he réjoined his command, when 
Lee entered Maryland, and fell at i':e 
battle of Sharpsburg or Antietam, as the 
northern soldiers designate it. 

Judge Phineas Tracy, of Batavia, N. 
Y., was his uncle, and hearing of Phil's 
death, he sent a special messenger to the 
battlefield and had his body carried there 
and interred in the cemetery in the fam- 
ily lot ownéd by the judge. 

Graves Were Decorated. 

Along about !868, the graves of the un- 
ion soldiers buried at Batavia were for 
the first’ time, decorated with flowers by 
the union veterans of the civil war. I: 
was then first publicly annuounced, as 
gathered from an old letter from Attorney 
Henry F. Tarbox, of that place to His- 
tcrian R. L. Rodgers, of a confederate 
veteran’s camp in Atlanta, that Philomona 
Tracy, who was buried in one of the vil- 
luge cemeteries, had been a soldier in the 
confederate army. | 

Quite a discussion arose, in which thu 
adrion soldiers took opposing sides, as to 
whether the grave of the confederate 
soldier should be decorated with flowers, 
the same as the graves of the union sol- 
diers. 

The discusion ended, wrote Attorney 
Tarbox, by a vote being taken; which 
was practically unanimous in favor of 
Gecorating the grave, and each year 
thereafter on Memorial day, he further 
| says, this grave has been decorated with 
flowers by the hands of the union veter- 
ans. 

The information is further given that by 
the foresight of Judge Tracy provision 
has been made for the care of his fam- 
ily lot for all time to come, so that the 
friends of Tracy residing in Georgia neeg 
have no apprehension that the grave will 
not be carefully cared for. 

Nor do they, but when the Julia Jack- 
sor. chapter of the Children of the Con- 
federacy learned of the incident, they 
thought it would-be a most thoughtful 
and graceful tRing to send @ beautif-l 
flora] tribute to rest upon the grave of 
the Macon boy who sleeps the long last 
sleep in far-away western New York.

the funeral of his father, ex-Governor 
Bullock, of Georgia, at the old family 
home in Albion, N. y. Mr. Bullock re- 
turned by steamer from New York to 
Savannah in order to Obtain rest and 
recreation @ sea voyage might give. 

“I reached home after father’s death,”’ 
said Mr. Bulleck yesterday, “because of 
&@ broken connection at Cincinnati, He 
died in the morning, and I got there 
in the afternoon. His death was quiet 
and peaceful. He knew of its approach 
and was well prepared to meet it in the 
calm, fearless mdnner he manifested. 
He had lived a correct life and he had 
no fearg of death. It was a sleep, an 
eternal rest, a rest he had earned all 
his life. The funeral took place On the 
following Tuesday. It mwas quiet and 
simple. All his life he had expressed 
a desire that his funeral should be just 
‘what it was. It was in the afternoon 
and the rain came down. He wag laiu 
beside my mother and the two children 
who had gone before them, one who had 
died a lad while we were in Augusta; 
the other, who dieq later away from 
home, 

“Father’s last days were passed most 
happily among the friends of his early 
life. The old house was near the street 
and he could git at the window and con- 
verse with hig friends ag they went by. 
He was happy and content, knowing, as 
he did, that it had been a life well and 
usefully spent for himself, his fellow 
man and his Maker. I know that he did 
not have the slightest ill will against 
any living creature. In fact, he never 
had. 2d am not giving you a son’s opin- 
ion of hig father, but I am giving you 
the opinion of hundredg of the best men 
of Georgia I have heard go express them- 
selves.’ 


And that ex-Governor Bullock always 
considered .<himself a citizen of Georgia, 
that he so considered himself up to the 
time of his death, and that he never en- 
tertained an idea of surrendering that 
citizenship ig now in evidence right here 
in Atlanta.

WILLETT GIVES 
SPLENDID TALK 


Prominent Insurance Man 
Speaks to Y..-M. C. A. 
Audience, 


By Edward Young Clarke. 

No man has in recent years so thrill- 
ed his hearers and given them as 
practical and true heart-to-heart talk 
as did H. M. Willett yesterday after- 
noon at the Young Men’s Christian 


Association. 

He went. deeper than mere surface 
work, and showed how-to get the 
proper ground and basis for perma- 
nent and lasting success in all: lines 
of endeavor. 

It was a talk that left a lasting im- 
pression on his hearers. In part he 
said: 

‘*The basis of my. remarks is the 
thirty-third verse of sixth chapter of 
Matthew: ‘But seek ye first the King- 
dom of God and His. righteousness, 
and all these things shall be added 
unto you.’ Let us look at the subject 
first from the negative standpoint, 
and see what would be the consequenc- 
es from seeking temporal things fitst: 

“One result would be that we should 
be less inclined to seek the spiritual. 
The natural tendency of any course 
of conduct’ is to acquire the habit and 
become fixed: in its observance. An 
astronomer, looking through his teles- 
cope, thought he had discovered some 
enormous and peculiar animals in the 
moon. _A careful: search revealed the 
fact that they were only minute in- 
sects on his lens. So men in looking 
too closely at temporal things magni- 
fy them out of their proper propor- 
tion, and spiritual things are hidden 
from view. 


1“ ‘A finger’s breadth at hand will mar 


A world of light in heaven afar, 
A mote eclipse a glorious star.’ 


“There is always the danger that 
we. shall put too much emphasis on 
those things which appeal to our 
senses. These are the temporal things 
that perish with the using and do not 
even satisfy while we are using them. 
John tells us that ‘if any man love 
the world, the love of the: Father is 
not in him.’ 

“Another. consequence of seeking 
firet temporal things’ is that we will 
constantly be less prepared to find 
spiritual things. Living in a world- 
ly-atmosphere blunts the spiriiual per- 
ceptions, so that when God speaks to 
us we are in danger: of not. hearing, 
or at any rate, in not heeding His 
voice. Just as-in the physical world 
of strong and 


appetite for delicate’ viands, so the 
constant enjoyment of gross sensual 
pleasures will largely disqualify _us 
for the appreciation and avprehensfon 
of spiritual things. ee 

“Another result df seeking first tem- 
poral things is’ that such things must 
soon be abandoned and then it will 
be too late to seek spiritual things. 
John tells-pa‘in his frst epistle that 


‘the world passeth away and the lust 
thereof, but he that doeth the will of 
God abideth forever.’ Even though 
the temporal pleasures for which we 
live should be satisfying, they can 
only last for this life and ‘what will 
it profit a man if he shall gain the 
whole world and lose his own soul?’ 
And we must not presume on long life 
as we do not know what a day will 
bring forth. How much better then to 
fix our chief interest on those things 
which endure not for a time only, but 
for eternity as well. 
Other Side of Subject. 

“Let us now look at the other side 
of the subject and suppose that we 
seek spiritual things first, we may be 
sure that we shall not seek in vain, 
for we are told ‘seek and ye shall 
find.’ This means endeavoring to se- 
cure admittance into the kingdom, to 
share its privileges and duties. It 
means also to strive after righteous- 
ness of the inner as well as the outer 
life, not for the praise of men, but 
for the approval of God. It is a very 
comforting thought that seeking for 
the kingdom of God is one undertak- 
ing in which we may all surely suc- 
ceed, and the rewards are beyond the 
power of our imaginations to con- 
ceive. The only danger is in delay, 
for in such an hour as we think not 
the summons may come to us to ex- 
change time for eternity. May each 
of us be ready when the call shall 
come. 

“Another result of seeking first 
spiritual things is that we shall ob- 
tain temporal good also, not’‘without 
seeking, indeed, but without anxious 
seeking. We are told in the scrip- 
tures that ‘Godliness is profitable unto 
all things, having the promise not 
only of this life, but of that which. is 
to come.‘ 

“‘There is no man that hath lIeft 
house or parents or brethren or wife 
or children for the kingdom of God’s 
sake who shall not receive manifold 
more in this present time, and in the 
world to come life everlasting.’ If 
you buy jewels from a merchant the 
case containing them is thrown in. All 
vices are expensive and wasteful as 
all virtues are gainful and saving. It 
is a general law that the community 
or state that cares most for. religion 
and Christian civilization is on the 
highest road to truest prosperity. We 
must not understand, however, that 
worldly success is given to individ- 
Yals in proportion to their piety as 
there would soon be very little piety 
to reward, but the seeming loss is 
made up in spiritual blessings, such 
as peace, usefulness and character. 
To be\true men we need God in our 
lives Just.as the plant needs the air 
and sun and moisture and soil. The 
presence of God, with the habits that 
naturally follow, makes the 
healthier, the intellect keener, the 
judgment saner, the will stronger, the 
sympathies broader. ; 

“ ‘Seek ye first the kingdom of God,’ 
and you will make no mistake.”

Captain J. L. Hollifield, city editor 

of The Macon Telegraph, died yester- 
day morning shortly after 5 o'clock, 
at the home of his daughter, Mrs. 
Custic Anderson, 555 Spring street, 
after nearly two weeks’ sickness. 

He came to Atlanta to attend the 
funeral services of Steve Postell. The 
Telegraph's Atlanta cerrespondent{ re- 
turning home that day. He remained 
in Macon only a few-days, when he 
returned to Atlanta to his daughter's 
home, suffering with rheumatism. 

The day before he attended a base- 
ball game in -Macon, fainting in the 
grandstand during the progress of the 
game. Upon arriving in Atlanta he 
took the Peachtree car. getting off 
at Fifth street and “walking to the 
home of his daughter, Mrs. Anderson, 
at 555 Spring street. 

After arriving at his daughter's 
home he kept his bed during his entire 
illness, except a few hours the day 
after he arrived there, and he Jingered 
from Tuesday, a week ago, till yes- 
terday morning, just as the gray dawn 
was preparing to mellow the world 
with the advent of another Sabbath 
sun. 

Veteran Newspaper Man. 

Captain Hollifield was a_ veteran 
newspaper man, having filled the most 
responsible positions in the mechani- 
cal, reportorial and editorial depart- 
ments of the business. 

Up to his last illness he was the 
city editor of The,Macon Telegraph, 
with which paper he had been con- 
nected for nearly a quarter of a cen- 
tury. ~: »! Sele 
Captain Hollifield was a native of 
Alabama, being born near Opelika at 
which place he learned thé printers 
craft. 

When the. war came on he enlisted in 
the confederate service at Columbus, 
Ga., serving throughout that fierce con- 
flict.

There are some who insist that the 
“spitter’” has seen its day and and that 
the pitchers will quit usifig it. until it 


“spit’’. ball injure a pitch-

/passes out of the game. There are oth- 


ers who insist that the ‘“‘apitter” is but 
in {ts tnfancy and that all kinds of 
new-fangled curves will result from ex- 
periment with the saliva. 

That the “spit” ball is hard on the 
arm there is hardly a question. 

Bill Dineen, the famous pitcher of 
the Boston Americans, once used the 
“‘gpit’’ ball with success. Now the same 
‘Dineen is one of the strongest oppo- 
nents of the “‘epitter.’’ Dineen says him- 
self that it has taken him two years to 
recover from injuries his arm was sub- 
jected to by the use of the “‘spit’’ ball. 
No big fellow, who is right, ever needs 
to use the ‘‘apit’’ ball to be successful, 
is the way Dineen looks at it. “Cy” 
Young and a lot of other veterans, after 
having used the ‘“‘spit ball’’ for a short 
time, passed it up and all of them now 
depend on their curves and speed to 
win games. 

That the “spit’’ ball has been the 
cause of a number of pitchers to jump 
into the limelight is well known. Ed 
Walsh of the White Sox, the sensation 
of last year, used the “spit’’ ball al- 
most entirely. Until last season Walsh 
was regarded as only a fair pitcher. 
He is a big, husky fellow, and to date 
the “‘spitter’ hasn’t affected his arm to 
any great extent, although he was com- 
pelled tq take a couple of weeks of rest 
near the close of last season. The other 
day he struck out eleven in seven in- 
nings in a game at Indianapolis, which 
wakes him -icok pretty good. 

It’s a peculiar feature, but few left- 
handers use the ‘‘spit’” ball. The ex- 
iectorator seems to the big stock in 


trade with the right-handers, but the 
southpaws are content to use the old- 
time curves to get them through. Con- 
trol is usually the southpaw’s trouble. 

The ““spgtter’’ is an unusually hard 
ball to control, and perhaps this ex- 
plains why few of the left-handers 
have taken up the ‘“‘spitter.’’ 

Uses Slippery Elm. 

Harry Howell of the St. Louis Browns 
insists that the ‘“‘spit’’ ball has no effect 
whatever on his arm. Howell has an 
excellent curve ball and good speed and 
was regarded as a classy pitcher before 
the “‘spitter’’ was heard of. Howell is 
a& great student of the game and he 
has developed the ‘‘wet’’ ball to a high 
degree. Howell simply loves to throw 
the “spitter’’ and tries his hardest to 
retire every batter on strikes. When 
pitching Howell always has a mcuthful 
of slippery elm and he simply covers 
the ball with saliva. When Howell is 
pitching the infielders ‘always swear 
about handling the ball. Bobby Wallace, 
one of the most accurate throwers in 
the business, made a large majority of 
his errors last season with Howell 
working. The ball when received by the 
infielder is in such slippery condition 
that to throw it is quite a feat. 

Berger, with Columbus last year, sim- 
ply set the American Association bat- 
ters on end, iHis ‘“‘spit’’ ball was the 
most dreaded ball in the league and his 
Strike-out record was very much ‘‘Rube 
Waddell.’’ Akron fans will never forget 
what Berger did to their star team of 
two years ago. At the close of the sea- 
son an exhibition game was played with 
Columbus. Berger pitched for the Co- 
lumbus team and what happened to 
Akron was awful. The oO. and P.

went out on strikes. Berger had its 
‘“‘spitter’’ working to perfection in that 
game and had the minor leaguers 
swinging everywhere in an effort, to hit 
the ball.

_DR. BROUGHTON TALKS 


R. BROUGHTON preached a spe-' 
cial sermon to the convention of 
railway trainmen. Subject, “The 
Wrong Schecule or the Home that Lost 
the Blessing.” Text, “There was n0 
room for them’*in the inn.” Luke ti, 7. 
“I feel that we are greatly honored 
in Atlanta at this time by the presence 
of the American Brotherhood of Raill- 
way Trainmen. Any community may 
feel honorea by the presencé of stith 
men, It is true that they do not rep- 
resent great moneyed corpdrations, nor 
do they come in the interest of any ' 
gréat political movement, but they do 
represent a condition of American life 
which is, after all, the backbone of 
every good cause in our country. 

“These men thread this country 

shore to shore like @ spider's 
web. Have you ever thought that 
within the grip of their band is the 
destiny of the life and property of 
our nation? No wonder they have seen 
fit to band themselves together in this 
great organizationly The important 
part that they play in the life of to- 
Gay deserves that they shail be thor- 
oughly organized, that they should 
etidk together as one man for the 6lé- 
vation of their calling and for the 
proper reward of their- faithfulness, 
their suffering and their unflinching 
courage. 

“I congratulate this order of train- 
men. I congratulate our country that 
it has, manning the railroad trains of 
today, such a noble body of men. There 
has been great improvement in the 
morals, culture and refinement among 
the railroad men during the last quar- 
ter of a century. They were once 
rough and hard in morals. Today they 
are the opposite. They have learned 
to be tender as well as brave; to-be 
moral as well as stern. The morality 
of the railroad men of the country 
today is the comment of all classes of 
people. It is something for which we 
all have to thank God ana rejoice, for 
we have more at stake in their hands 
than any others. 

Glad to Speak to Them. 


-“And Iam glad of an opportunity to 
speak to so many of them, and I trust 
that what I shall have to say will be 
ef service to them here and hereafter. 

“The text which I am using is taken 
from the inspired account of the cir- 
cumstances attending the birth of our 
Lord. For four thousand years the 
world had moved with an up-turned 
eye to see the coming of the Messiah. 
Of His coming, prophets had prophe- 
sied and poets had sung, and still the 
world waited. 

“Finally Caesar Augustus, the reign- 
ing monarch at the time, issued a de- 
cree for the universal taxing of his 
people, and every man had to go to 
the place of his nativity to give in his 
taxes. This applied to Joseph and 
Mary, as to all the others, and they 


went there. 

“Upon their arrival in Bethlehem, 
they sought an inn, a hotel as we 
would say, but were tolaéa by the inn- 
keeper that there wag no room for 
them in the inn. 

“I have often wondered why this 
was. Was it really true? Perhaps it 
Was, and perhaps it was not. Hotel 
keepers are like other people. They 
can find it very easy to say ‘no’ when 
they should say ‘yes.’

Oh, they 
were very anxious to have him then, but, 
great man as he was, he said, ‘No, I 
thank you, when I was here the first 
t'me, the only pefson that was willing to 
éive me a méal was an Old colored wota- 
an, and I shall dine witli her again to- 
day, for I see that she is still here.’ 

“I do not know whether this story is 
correct or not, but I know this, it is just 
what we would expect from such 4 man 
as Bishop MafVin. Jt takes a great man 
to do such a thing. ' 

“Jopeph and Mary may have betn 
turned aside because they were commun 
people, but I have:no dowbt that the time 
came when the hotel proprietor greatly 
regretted his action. 

“tT have thought, too, that perhaps they 
turned aside because of ignorance. If 
they had known what was to take pla>v 
that night in connection with these two, 
I am sure the best room inthe hotci 
would have been provided. 

‘The schedule of God for 4,000 yeirs 
had been well planned. The engine of 
His purpose had been carefully guarded 
from that day when it started in Eden, 
when God said, ‘The seed of the woman 
shall bruise the serpent’s head,’ all along 
through flood and flame it had made ics 
way until now it had come to the place 
where the great and important connec- 
tior. was to be made. Heaven had sent 
out ite train also. The connection was 
to have been made in Bethlehem, 

“Joseph and Mary intended that the 
meeting should be in the inn. But they 
were siaetracked. 

“Oh, if they had known that night 
how God was moving heaven and earth 
to give the world the long looked-for 
Messiah, surely the im keeper would 
have made a place for Him. 

“And it is just so today. Ignorance 
about God’s great plan and purpose 
in Jesus Christ stands in the way of 
the greatest bléssing that coula possi- 
bly come to us. If every man and wo- 
man who hears me only realized what 
Jesus is to the world and what He 
would be te them; what a biessing 
would come! Men and women, I pray 
you, whatever else you neglect to do, 
do not fail to appreciate Jesus Christ. | 
He is the best friend that needy hu- 
manity ever had. There are thousands 
and thousands the world over who 
woula love to bear testimony to this 
fact. You may not have felt it, for you 
thay not have opened your heart wide 
to let Him in, but it is true. He is a 
friend that sticketh closer than a 
brother. 

“In our church we have a number of 
splendid railroad men, many of them 
engineers. They are among our best 
and bravest men. I always love to 
hear them talk about their experiences 
on the track. They thrill me and 
sometimes put me to shame as they 
tell how, when they leave home to 
make a trip, they kiss wife and chil- 
dren goodbye, not knowipg that they 
will ever look into their faces again, 
and ask Jesus to watch between them, 
and feel perfectly safe and secure in 
His hands. 

“It is a great blessing when a man 
can ao that, whether he be a train- 
man or not. It is worth more than all 
the riches of this world to feel that 
all is well in the hands of Jesus. 


Jesus Crowded Out. 


“Again, I think that perhaps Joseph 
and Mary were told the truth. There 
were 80 many people in Bethlehem on 
the same mission. It was doubtless 
very hard to find a place to stay, but, 
oh, what a blessing the inn missed! 
Crowded? Yes, no doubt the inn was 
crowded, but they lost the blessing, 
and there is many a man today who is 
crowding out Jesus for other things. 
He aoes not mean any harm by it at 
all. He is just so crowded that he has 
not time. I have no words of censure 
for such a man, but it is a pity that 
he hag no time for the best friend and 
the only Saviour this world ever had. 
No room for Jesus! Thank God, there 
was a place where this great and jn- 
portant connection between earth and 
heaven could take place. It was in a 
manger, low and humble, but by this 
one event it was kissed by heaven, and 
immortalized for all time and eternity.

‘‘There is very little room in our homes 
today for Jesus Christ. There is room 
for everything else, There.ig room for 
gossip, room for amusement, room for 
pleasure, room for company, pop-callers 
and the like, but no room for Jesus. 
What a shame! The home more than 
any other place needs Christ. The re 
sponsibilities and cares are greater there 
than anywhere else. ..0ther aeeds it, 
father needs it; ‘the children need it, the 
servants need it, visitors need it. Every- 
body coming in touch with the home of 
the Christian man ought to feel the 
presence of Jesus Christ. To do this, 
there has got to be room for him.

Japan wishes to be treated on the same 
footing as the great powers of Europe, 
with respect to the “capitulations” by 
which Turkey gives foreign powers cer- 
tain representation in her internal affairs, 
including schools, missions, consular 
courts, etc. The Porte is firmly opposed 
to conceding these privileges to Japan, 
‘as all the efforts of Turkey within récent 
years have aimed at the rstriction ani 
ultimate abolition of these privileges to 
foreign powers. 

It is stated that the Pourparilors are 
still oing on. On the surface there are no 
indications that any of the Europein 
powers are actively opposing the estab- 
lishment of a (Japanese embassay at Con- 
stantinoplée, but it is by no means im- 
probable that certain powers would find 
it in their interest to intrigue again# the 
project. 

The Turkish government is disposed to 
view very favorably Japan's desiré 15 
open intercourse with Turkey except for

the Japanese pretension to have somo 
right at the great powers of Europe.

stabbed Friday night in the 
Kempner building at Hot Springs 
by Dr. A. U. Williams, of that place, and 
whose death is anticipated because of 
the wounds, is a native of Georgia and a 
graduate of the old Atlanta Medical col- 


lege. 

Only a few months ago Dr. Rider, ac- 
companied by his wife, came to Georgia 
to visit his telatives, who reside in Had- 
ersham. county, and Mrs. Rider’s rela- 
tives, who live in Columbus and at Col- 
lege Park, one of Atlanta's suburbs. 
The doctor had just been to Washington, 
where he was ~ceking legislation relative 
to the rules of practice at Hot Springs, 
and was then in the very heat of the 
fight which brought on the encounter be- 
tween him and Dr. Williams. 

Dr. Rider set up the claim that medical 
practitioners who were not members of a 
medical soctety, a most exclusive organl- 
zation containing less than half of the 
men of medicine at the springs, at once 
became persona non grata with the com- 
missioners handling the springs as repre- 
sentatives of the federal government. Dr. 
Rider had had an encounter or two with 
these authorities, and had been arres*t¢ci 
two or three times, and was once placed 
in jail, but was quickly released when 
the matter was brought to the attention 
of the judge of the federal court of that 
section. Dr. Rider, in his contention, had 
it that spies were hired to watch and to 
dog the footsteps of the members of his 
profession not belonging to the medical 
society. 

Long before visiting the national capl- 
tal Dr. Rider sought the attention of 
Secretary of the Intérior Hitchcock, but 
from that official obtained no relief.

He is a man of 
more than ordinary attainments 
for even a professional mah, and 
is one of the most interesting 
and etnertaining of conversational- 
ists. His face is one of intelligence 
and of kindness, while a harsh word of 
ihose with whom he was contending 
never passed his lips as he discussed the 
situation with his friends while here on a 
recent visit. 

‘T know I have a gigantic contest on 
my hands,” he remarked while speaking 
of the existing conditions at Hot Springs.
